I TNmy Travels.as I walked through many Region? 

j I and Countries, ic was my chance to happen into 
x that famous Continent of Vnherfe ; a very 1 irp.e . 
and fpacious Country it is. It lietb between the 
' two Poles, and juft amidft the four points of the 
Heavens. Ic is a place well watered, and richly a. 
domed with Hills and Valleys, bravely fituate ; and 
for the moft part (at lea ft where I was) very fiinc- 
fol, alfo well peopled, and a very fweet Air. 

The People are not all of one Complex ion.nor yet 
of one Language, Mode, or way of Religion ; but 
differ as mochas ('tis &id) <to the Planets themfelves:

come out, andthatfo valiantly they furrounded his 

Men, he concluded (that for the prcfent) 

iovned Cl nothin g from chem was Co be looked for 
but blows, with the dints of their two-edgd 
Svovd. 

Wherefore he alfo falls on upon thePrince's Army, 
with all his deadly force. So the Battel was joined. < 
Now who was it that at firft Diabo'.us met with in 
the fight, but Captain Credence, on the one hand, and 
the Lord WWhewiU on the other j. now WBbewillSs 
blows were like the blows of a Giant, for that Man 
bad a ftrong Arm): and he fell in upon thc^E e&im* 
Doubters for they were the Life guard of Dtebolns, 
and he kept them in play a good while, cutting acd 
battering (hrewdiy. Now when Captain Credent* 
fcw my Lord engaged, he did ftoutly fall on, on 
the other hand upon the fame Company alfo, To 
they put chem to great difosder. Now Captain 
Good-tops had engaged, the Vocation Doubters, and 
they were fturdy Men'V but the Captam was a Vali- 
ant Man : Captain Experience did alfo fend him 
fome Aid, So he made the Vocation Dmbters to re- 
treat.

• and the Enemies place was betwixt them both ; then 
again they fell tp it afrefh, 2nd now it was but a lit- 
tle while m re but Emanuel and Captain Credent* 
rcet) ftill trampling down the (lain as they came. 

But when the Captains faw that the Prince was 
come, and tint he fell upon the ViMovum on the 
other tide, and that Captain Credence and his High- 
nefs had got them up betwixt them, they IhoutedS 
(they lo (houted, that the Ground rent again) fay- 
ing The Sword of Emanuel, and the Shield of Cap* 
tain Credence, Now whcn£/<iM*jfaw that he and 
his Forces were fo hard befet by the Prince and his 
Princely Army, what does he and the Lords of the 
Pic chat were with him, but make their efca^e, and 
forfake their Army, and leave them -to fall by the 
hand of tmanuel, and of his noble Captain Credence: 
So they fell all down (lain before them, before bis 
Prince, and before his Royal Artiiy; there was not 
left f ) much as one Doubter alive ; they lay fpread 
upon the Ground li'.e dead Men, as one would - 
fpread Dung upon the Land.

An1 they made return to themfelves, The Lord fir ong 
jP/4 mighty, the lord is mighty in Battel. Lift up your 
Heads, ye- Gates, even lift them up ye ever lofting 
Doors, &c. 

Secondly, It was ordered alfqby thofe of Man- 
foul, that all the way from the Town-gates to thofe 
of the Caftle, his bleffed Majefty Should be enter- 
f tained with the Song, by them that had beft skill 
in Mufick'in all the Town of Manfoul\ then did the 
Elders, and the reft of the*Men of Manfoulzntott 
one another as Emanuel eotred the Town, till he 
came at the Caftle gates, with Songs and found of 
Trumpets,' fiying, They have feen tty goings God, 
even the goings of my God, my KJtig in the Sanftuary. 
So the Singers went before, the V<ayers on Jnftruments 
followed after, and among them, were the Damfeisplay- 
Wg on Timbrels. 

Thirdly, Then the Captains, (for I would f^eak' 
. a word ot them) they in their order waited on the 
Puree as heentrcdinto the Gates of Mgtifoul. Cap- 
tain Credence went before, and Captain Goodhope with' 
him ; Captain Charity came behind, with other of his 
Companions, and Captain Patience followed after all, 
and thereft oftheCaptains, fomeon the right hand,' 
and fome on the left, accompanied Emanuel into 
Manfoul. And all the while the Colours weredif-

Fourthly, when the Prim* was come to the en- 
trance of Manfoul, he found all the Streets ftrewed 
with Lillies and Flowers, curioufly deck d with 
Boughs and Brar-hes from, the green Trees, that 
flood round about the To*n. Every Dooralfo was 
filled with Perfons who had adorned every one th*'rr 
tore-part .-giinft their Houfe with fometbingof va- 
riety and lingular excellency to entertain him withal 
as he p; fed in the Streets ; they alfo themfelves, as ■ 
Emahucl paffrd by, did welcome him with thousand 
acclamation^ py, fayirg. Blejfsi be the Prince tbi$ 
cometh hi the name of his Father Shaddai. 

Ftfthlj . at the Caftle-gatc s the EUters of Mtnfotd, 
to wit>my Lord Mayor, the Lord WiUbewiU* the Sub- # 
ordinate Preacher , Mr. g&ow'edgc, and Mr. Mini 
with other of the Gentry of the place, faluted /'«*> 
nuel again ; they bowed before htm-, they kiffed the 
duft of his Feet, they thanked, they blcffed and prai- 
fed his Highccfs for not takirig advantage afeainft 
, them for their Sins, but rather had pity upoinbem 
in their M fery* and returned to them with^Mercies, 
and to build up their Man foul for ever. Thus was 
he had up ftraightw^y to the Caftlv \ for that wa* 
the Royal Palace, and the Place were his Honour 
was to dwell ; the which was ready prepared for lis 
Highnefsby the prefence ol the Lord Secretary, and 
tl>e Work of Caprain Credence. So he entred in. 

Sixthly, Then the People and Commonalty of the 
Town of Manfoul came to! him into the Caft'e to 
mourn andto weep, and to lament for their Wick- 
ednefs, by which they had forced him out cf the 
Town. ' So they when they were come, bowed thera- 
/ihes to the Ground fcvent\m« , 1 ^ vfo^e^they

To which the great Prince replied, IVeepnot, but

1 am rc~ 
turned to Manfoul with Mercies, and py Name fkall 
be fet up/ exalted and magnified by iu He alfo took 
tbefe Inhabitants and %jjjcd them, and tiid them in 
bis Bofom. 

Moreover, he gave to the,Elders of ManfouU anl 
to each Town Officer a Chain of Gold, and a Signet. 
He alfo f?nt to their Wives Ear-rings and Jewels, 
and Bracelers, and other things. He alfrbeftowed 
upon the True-born Children of Manfoul, many pre- 
cious things. 

When Emanuel tht Prince had done all the fe things 
for the famous Town oi Man foul, then he fold unto 
them, firft, IVafh your Garment^ than put on your 
Ornaments f and then come to me into the Cafile of Man- 
foul, Zed. 9. g. So they went to the Fountain that 
was fet open for tfudat zrAjferufalem to wafh in \ 
and there they wafhe.d f and there chey made their 
Garments v>biie % and came again ro the Prince into 
Caftle, and thus they flood before him, Zacb, 13. w 

And now there was Mufick and Dancing through- 
out the whole Towjj of uanfoul \ and that becaufe 
their Prince had again granted to them, his prefence, 
and light of his Counterance; the Bells alfo did ring, 
and the Sun thine comfortably upon them for a great 
while togethar. 

. The 1 own of Man/otUfdxd alfo now more through^ 
]y feekthe deftru&ionand ruin of all remaining Dfr 
abolonians that abode in the Walls, and the Dens 
( that they hid in the Town of Manfoul, \ for there

This alfo was a reafon of t"is O'der, to 
wit, that as much as \\\M*n oul lay, th-y m gbtcat 
off the nanleand being, and remembrance of thofe 
Er.emijes from the thought of the famous Town of 
Manfoul, and its Inhabitants. 

5o order was given out by the Lord "Mayor, that' 

wife and trufty Ft;end of the Town of Manfoul, that 

Perfons (hould be employed about this neceffary bu- 

finefs; and Mr. Godfyfe^, and orx Mr. Vprigbt were 

to be Overfeer* about this matter ; fo Perfons were

Thea the Judge replied, Toqurftfcn Eleflion is to 
overthrow a great Doflrince ot the Gofpel ; to wit, 
the Omifciency % and Power, and WiU *l God, to 
takeaway the liberty of God with his Creature, to 
ftumble the Faith ot the Town of ' ManfM* and to 
nuke Salvation fo depend upon Works, and not up- 
on Grace. It alfo bf lied the Word, and difquieted 
the minds of the Men of Manfoul, therefore by the 
beftof Lans he muftdie. • 

Then was the Vocation-Doubter called, and fet to 
the Bat } and bis Indiftment for fubftance was the 
fame with the other, only be was particularly char* 
ged with the denying the calling of Manfoul. 

The Judge asked him alfo what be had to fay for 
himfeif? 

So he replied, Thai be never believed tbat there was 
anyfneb tmg as a diftinft and powerful caB of God 
to Manlbul, otberwife than by the general voiee of the 
Weird; nor by tbat neither otberwife than as is exhorted 
than to for bear evil, and to do tbat which is good, and in 
fo dmg^ a promife of happmefs is annexed. 

Then faid the Judge, Thouarta Diahlonian, and 
haft denied a great part of one of the mett experi- 
mental truths of the Prince of the Town of Manfoul ; 
for he hascaDed, and fhs has heard a moft* diftinft 
and powerful call of bet E«uwit\, Vi m\i\^^\»^ 
ben qulckaed, awataet, «u& ^$ft!fc& ift£*V*£ 
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▼cnly Grace to dcfzre to haro Communion with her 
Prince, to ferve bim, and to do his Will, and to look 
for ber bappinefs merely of bis good pleafure. And 
for thine abhorrence of this good Do&rince thoumoft 
die the death. 

Then the Grose-Doubter was called, and his In* 
difiment was read, and* be replied thereto, Tin 
stag* be wis of the Land of Doubting, bis Fitter 
was the ofifprmg of a Pharifee, and lived m good fir 
Jhim among bis Ncigbbmrs, and that be tangbt km 
v to believe, a*l believe I do 9 gnd will, that ManfooJ 
fiaB never be faved freely bp Grace. 

Then Aid the Judge, Why, the Law of the Prince 
is plain : i. Negatively, tfot of Woib* : i. PoQtivc- 
ly, By Grate jou are faved* Rom. 5. £ph. *. And 
tiny Religion fetclecb in and upon the works of the 
Flcfh : For the works of the Law are the works of 
the Fleih. 'Betides^ in faying ( thou haft done) 
thou haft robbed God of his Glory, and given it to 
a Sinful Man i thou baft robbed Chrift of the ttcccf* 
fy of bis undertaking, and thafuffitieny thereof, 
and haftgiven both thefe to the works of the Flcfh. 
Thou haft defpifed the work of the Holy Ghoft, and 
htft magnified the will of the Fiefh, and of the Le- 
gal Mind. Thou art a Diibolonian % the Son of a 
Diebolonian \ and for thy Diaboionian Principles tftoo 
■rauft die. 

The Court then having proceeded thus far with 
them, Tent out the Jury, who forthwith bronght 
them in guilty of Death, Then flood up the Record' 
or, and addreffed himfelf to the Prifoners : Ton tie 
trifoners at the B*r, )on hive been here IndMsd, end' 
proved guiltj of high Crimes igiiuft Emanuel our 
Frince, and egdinft the Welfare of the famous Town of

Mhy y for he was her Uncle, -and when her Father' 
old Dvk was Dead, he took her and brought her op, 
and when (he was marriageable, he gave her to this 
old Evtl^ueftionaig to wife. 

Now the Lord IfittbomiBdii pot into execution hi* 
Commiffion with great PtUgente his Man. He took 
Fooling!* the Streets, ond hanged him up in Wan* 
mt-wej) over againft his own Houfe. This FooU 
nig was he that would have had the Town of Mm> 
foul deliver up Captain Ctoknot into the hands of 
/?/ ifo/«j,provided chat then he would have withdrawn 
his Force out of she Town. He alfo took Mr. Leu 
goodjlip one day as he was bufie in the Market, aa& 
executed him according to Law i now there was an 
honeft poor Man in Mmfonl* and his Name was Mrv 
Mcdiution, one of no great account in the. Days of 
Apoftafie v but now of repute with the beft oKhe 
Town. This Man therefore they were witting to 
prefer ; now Mr» Lttgoodflip had a gjreat deal ol 
Wealth heretofore ta Mafttl, iAu ****&> <a 
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therefore was now given to Mr. Afeditstien to id* 
prove for the common good, and after him to his 
Son Mr. Tbmkmlt; this Tbbtkmll he had by Mrs. 
Piety his W ife, and fhe was the Daughter of Mr. tip 
eordcr. 

After this m j Lord apprehended Clip promt fc\ now 
becaufe he was a notorious Villain, for by his doings 
much of the King's Coin was a bufed, therefore he 
was made a publick Example. He was arraigned and 
juiged Co be firfrfet in the Pillory, and then to he 
wbipt by all the Children and Servants in Maifoul, 
and then to be hanged till he was dead. Some may 
wonder ac the feventj of th'»s Man's Puniihmentr bvt 
thofe that are honeft Traders in Mtv/**** arefenfible 
of the great abufe that one Clipper of Promifts In lit- 
tle time may do to the Town of MtxfouU And tru- 
ly my Judgment is that all thofeof his Name and 
life (hould be ferved even as he.
